The  New  Gnosticism

30  years,  a  number  of  acade- 
ntics  have  argued  forcefully 
that  Gnosticism  was  unfairly 
rejected  by  the  church. 

For  example,  about  10  years 
ago,  partidpants  in  The  Jesus 
Semiruu*  published  The  Five 
Gospels  which  argued  for  the 
inclusion  of  the  Gnostic  work 
The  Gospel  of  Thomas  into  the 
canon  of  Scripture.  More 
recently,  Princeton  professor 
Elaine  Paeels  has  published 
Beyond  Belief:  The  Secret 
Gcwpel  of  Thomas. 

A  tireless  advocate  for  the 
Gnostic  "gospels"  and  Thomas 
in  particular,  Pagels  argues 
foat  the  chu^  atiirmed  the 
conwlete  deity  and  humanity 
of  Christ  for  pragmatic  rea¬ 
sons  not  grounded  in  the  life 
and  miiustry  of  Jesus  of 
Nazareth.  The  Da  \^d  Code 
makes  a  similar  theory  avail¬ 
able  for  a  wide  audience. 


Prior  to  1945,  most  of  what  we 
knew  about  Gnosticism  came 
from  the  church  fathers  who 
opposed  foem.  However,  in  foat 
year  an  andent  Gnostic  libr^ 
was  discovered  in  tiie  Egyptian 
desert  which  contained  several 
of  foe  Gnostic  ''gospels."  Known 
as  foe  Naig  Hammadi  library, 
foese  works  have  basically  con¬ 
firmed  the  church  fathers' 
description  of  Gnosticism.  In 
sh^,  when  foey  us  foat 
Gnostics  were  heretics,  they 
were  telling  foe  trufo! 

Contrary  to  Dan  Brown, 
Elaine  Pagels,  and  The  Jesus 
Seminar,  foese  "gospels"  were 
not  idected  by  foe  church  out  of 
secret  S0pda  to  consolidate 
power,  lire  Gnostic  gospels 
were  rejected  because  tney  are 
not  true.  They  are  forgeries  foat 
include  just  enough  real  data 
from  foe  life  of  Jesus  to  dupe  foe 
uninformed.  Essentially,  j>agan 


thought  "hijacked"  Christian 
termmology  and  attempted  to 
use  Jesus  as  tire  vehide  to  trans¬ 
port  their  worldview. 

The  assertion  that  Jesus  was 
viewed  as  a  mere  mortal  prior 
to  the  Council  of  Nicea  is  per¬ 
haps  foe  most  obviously  false 
claim  made  in  The  Da  Vmd 
Code.  The  entire  New 
Testament  is  a  testimony  to 
Christ's  deity.  All  four  or  foe 
canonical  Gospels  are  dated 
from  tire  first  century  and  all 
four  reference  Christ's  deity. 

The  pagan  worldview  of 
Dan  Brown  has  corresponding 
ethical  implications.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  at  one  point  in  The  Da 
Vinci  Code,  Langdon  argues 
that  sexual  immorality  as  part 
of  pagan  worship  is  really 
saciW  and  holy.  In  contrast,  the 
Scriptures  teach  that  such  gross 
immorality  is  a  reflection  of  the 
radical  autonomy  at  foe  heart 
of  the  fall  (Romans  1:18-32). 

Gnosticism  is  back.  The  over¬ 
whelming  biblical  illiteracy  that 
pervades  our  society  will  make 
more  people  susceptible  to  its 
claims.  In  contrast  to  the  sup¬ 
posed  "secrets"  of  Gnosticism, 
we  have  a  Gospel  based  on 
what  was  "seen''  and  'looked 
at"  and  "touched"  (1  John  1:1).

One  other  tiling  that  we  can 
do  when  there  is  really  nothing 
that  we  can  do  is  to  seek,  luk, 
and  inquire  if  there  is  anythmg 
that  we  can  do.  If  you  are  going 
to  ask,  be  ready  to  act  and  do. 
Just  being  available,  having  a 
servant's  heart,  offering  to  mt  a 
burden,  or  to  carryout  some 
chore  is  a  tremendous  thing.  It 
Weis  impossible  for  the  lady  at 
the  motel  desk  to  smile  because 
she  was  so  discouraged  by  her 
life  and  job.  Finally,  I  said  to  her, 
"I  tell  you  what  let's  do."  She 
said,  "What?"  I  said,  "Let  me 
come  back  there  and  take  your 
place  and  just  do  your  job  and 
talk  to  some  of  these  people  and 
you  take  a  break."  She  said, 
’'You  don't  want  my  jobf"  I  said, 
"No,  I  am  not  going  to  keep 
your  job,  but  just  let  me  come 
back  there  and  talk  to  some  of 
these  people  coming  in  the 
door."  For  the  first  time  she 
smiled  and  said,  "No,  I  don't 
think  you  need  to  do  that."  I 
said,  ''Well,  I  will  be  glad  to." 
aie  said,  "No,  I  will  be  alright." 
With  a  spark  of  renewed  energy 
she  waited  on  the  next  customer, 
the  next  car,  and  the  next  cara¬ 
van  that  would  be  coming  down 
the  road  even  though  she  would 
have  to  say,  "I  am  sorry,  but  we 
dd not  have  any  more  rooms."

Mississippi  Woman's  College 
Becomes  William  Carey  College 


According  to  an  editorial  in 
die  Hattk^rg  American  in  1929, 
Mississippi  Woman's  College  was 
founded  along  different  lines  dian 
typical,  modon  colleges  where 
more  attention  was  given  to 
sports  and  social  life  dian  to  books 
and  social  service.  It  is  quite  evi¬ 
dent  diat  the  instituticm  is  sue- 
ceeding  remarkably  well  in  instill¬ 
ing  its  ideals  in  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  its  graduates."  The  col¬ 
lege,  for  die  most  part,  grew  and 
dizived  during  the  decades  of  the 
20s  and  30s  until  the  Great 
Depression  took  its  toU  on  die  col¬ 
lege,  just  as  it  did  on  the  nation  as 
a  whole.  With  fewer  studa:its  able 
to  afford  any  school,  widi  the 
endowment  being  exhausted,  the 
ti^t  economy,  the  war,  and  die 
"general  situation  looking  so 
bleak,"  Dr.  W.  E.  Holcomb,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Mississippi  Woman's 
College,  resigned  in  1940,  and  the 
college  closed  its  doors.  The  build¬ 
ings  and  groimds  were  used  as  a 
housing  project  for  officers  of 
Camp  Shelby. 

In  1946  and  1947  the  entire  col¬ 
lege  plant  was  renovated,  mod¬ 
ernized,  and  largely  refurnished. 
Dr.  I.  E.  Rouse,  pastor  of  Fifdi 
Avenue  Baptist  Church  (now 


Temple  Baptist,  Hattiesburg), 
became  president  of  die  reopened 
Mississippi  Woman's  College. 
Enrollment  figures  in  the  late  for¬ 
ties  rrariain  something  of  a  mys¬ 
tery,  believed  by  most  to  have 
hovered  around  80.  Widi  such  a 
skeletal  enrollment,  die  college 
was  brou^t  under  review  by  ^ 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  in 
1950.  By  a  one-vote  margin, 
Mississippi  Woman's  College 
remained  alive.  Three  years  later 
in  1953,  widi  enrollment  still  hov¬ 
ering  around  die  100  mark,  die 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
voted  coeducational  status  for  die 
institution  and  authorized  the 
trustees  to  search  for  a  new  name. 

According  to  tradition,' 
President  Rouse  meditated  in  die 
forest  adjacoit  to  the  college  and 
felt  inspired  to  name  die  college 
Viliam  Carey,  in  honor  of  a  bril¬ 
liant  eighteenth-century  English 
cobbler-linguist  who  went  to 
India  as  the  pioneer  of  die  modem 
missionary  movement.  Thus,  with 
a  new  name  and  with  the  con- 
stmetion  of  a  new  men's  dormito¬ 
ry  (Lawrence  Hall)  in  1954,  die 
present  state  of  William  Carey 
College  was  begun.

Schcx)l  resolution  to  resurface  at  state  conventions 


ALEXANDRIA,  Va.  (ABP)  — 
Altooug^  a  resoiutiem  urging 
Christians  to  puU  toeir  chilaren 
fixMn  public  scTOok  failed  to  gain 
approval  erf  the  Scnitoem  Baptist 
Convention  (SBQ  last  summer, 
toe  issue  is  expected  to  come  to  a 
vote  in  as  many  as  10  state 
Bap^  conventions  tois  fall. 

T.C.  Pinckney  of  Virgirua  aivl 
Bruce  ^ortt  of  Texas  were 
unable  to  muster  support  frexn 
toeir  denomination's  resolu¬ 
tions  committee  to  bring  their 
proposal  before  voting  messen¬ 
gers  last  June  in,  Indianapolis. 
Cetteratu^  considerable  pre- 
conventkm  publicity,  toe  re^u- 
tion  decried  the  SKular  condi¬ 
tion  of  pitolk  or  "goveriunent” 
schools,  as  ffinckney  desdibes 
them.  The  measure  urged  par¬ 
ents  to  "remove  toeir  children 
from  "gociless"  and  "anti- 
Christian  government  schcxils 
and  see  to  n  th^  receive  a  thor- 
ou^y  Christian  education." 

The  issue  is  expected  to 
resurface  at  nine  state  Baptist 
conventions  and  one  multi¬ 
state  convention,  according  to 
Exodus  Mandate,  a  voup 
advocating  a  Christian  depar¬ 


ture  from  public  education. 
Those  state  conventions  are  in 
California,  Florida,  Illinois, 
Missouri,'  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
Texas,  and  Virginia.  The  Baptist 
Convention  of  New  England, 
rraresenting  Connecticut, 
Maine,  Massachusetts,  New 
Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  and 
Vermont,  is  also  expected  to 
have  the  resolution  intrcxiuced 
at  its  annual  meeting. 

Last  June,  the  SBC  resolu¬ 
tions  committee  declined  to  act 
on  the  anti-schoob  resolution, 
saying  to  do  so  would  "usurp" 
toe  responsibility  of  parents  to 
decide  how  to  educate  toeir 
children.  Pinckney's  attempt  to 
add  toe  anti-school  language 
to  an  SBC  resoiutiem  on  secu¬ 
larization  in  Aoterica  failed  cm 
a  show-of-hands  vote. 

Pirtekney,  a  retired  br^radier 
general  from  the  US  Air  Force 
and  a  former  second  vke  prea- 
dent  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Cemventiotv  said  recendy  he 
does  not  ex{^  toe  resolution  to 
pass  in  even  one  state  conven¬ 
tion.  But  raisii^  the  issue  b  nec¬ 
essary,  he  saici,  to  build  aware¬ 


ness  for  toe  cause.  'To  deal  with 
an  issue  like  thb  takes  quite  a 
while  because  you're  clealing 
with  basic  assumptions  that 
pe^le  have  made,"  ^  said. 

Irockney,  who  went  torough 
the  public  school  system  and 
senthb  three  children  to  public 
schoob,  said  he  used  to  be  one 
of  those  people  who  saw  no 
real  harm  in  public  education.

Nov.  8-9  in  Jacksonville,  said 
public  schools  have  failed  on 
toe  academic,  moral  and  spir¬ 
itual  fronts.  He  sees  little 
hope  for  change,  citing  feder¬ 
al  and  state  legislation,  an 
educational  bureaucracy  and 
teachers'  unions  as  factors 
hindering  meaningful  reform. 

An  exodus  of  Christian  stu¬ 
dents  from  the  public  school 
system  can  keep  those  chil¬ 
dren  from  drifting  away  from 
toeir  faith  in  their  adult  lives, 
Dreyfus  said.  He  said 
research  by  pollster  George 
Barna  has  shown  that  as 
many  as  88%  of  children  from 
evangelical  families  enrolled 
in  public  schools  will  drop 
out  of  church  in  toe  two  years 
following  graduation. 

Whether  it  results  in  a  vote 
or  not  in  any  of  these  conven¬ 
tions  bn't  most  important, 
Pinckney  said.  Just  discussing 
toe  proposal  will  cause  some 
Chrfatians  to  think  torough 
the  issue  and  realize,  as 
Pinckney  sees  it,  that  sending 
toeir  children  to  "government 
schoob"  b  not  wMt  God  has 
directed  parents  to  do. 
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
